Lonrpox, Mar 1. 

Saturday Captain Manby exhibited experte 
ments before a Committee of the House of 
Commous, in Hyde Park, tending to sliew the 
utility of his iavention for preserving the lives 
of masiners who might be wreekel on our 
Coasts. A spol in the front of a large cli treg 
aon the north ste of Rotten-row, was chusen 
for the experiment, it being intended that the 
trve should represent the ship in distress. The 
apparatus was simple, and consisied of a sinall 
mortar, wluch cou!d be carried in one hand, 
anda coil of rope laid on a frame ia a partie 
cular manner, to prevent entanglement, which 
Could be carried in the other. To these were 
added the ball, to which waste be attached 
the line to be conveyed to the object in dise 
tress, and a port fire. The mortar was place 
ed about 100 yards south of the tree, and bee 
ing loaded with two ounces of powder, the 
line ball was placed in its mouth and 
discharged; when, to the satisfaction of 
the Committee, and of every person pree 
sent, it went quite over the tree, aud 
on falling on the other side, at a dis. 
tance of one hundred yards, it Ìeft the 
rope hanging amidst the branches, thercby 
proving, that had the rope been thrown in & 
stmilar manner over a ship, it woukl hare” 
rested ia the rigging, and (hus afforded a facie 
lity of communication with the shore in any 
way which circuntstances might require. ‘The
